Last Saturday, much to the sur­ 
prise of a large portion of the peo­ 
ple of this city, it was ascertained 
that injunction papers had been 
issued to stop payment of the $50,- 
000 which had been obtained from 
the sale of county bonds, to the 
Mississippi Water Power and Boom 
company. 
Friday ev ening an at­ 
torney came here from St. Paul 
representing O’Brien & O’Brien, 
lawyers, 
and Saturday he com­ 
menced proceedings by serv ing a 
notice on the First National bank 
where the money is on deposit. 
The complaint was filed with the 
clerk of the court, and the names 
appearing thereon as plaintiffs are 
as follows:

and tax payers of Crow Wing 
county, and 
that their taxable 
aud real property in said county 
and state amounts to $151,000. 
That during the year 1885 the 
plaintiffs and other residents were 
desirous of hav ing a bridge built 
across the Mississippi riv er, and 
that the legislature authorized the 
county 
commissioners 
to issue 
bonds not exceeding $50,000 to aid 
in such construction, prov ided that 
a majority of the v oters were iu 
fav or of so doing. 
That all these 
things were done and that the 
county commissioners issued the 
bonds on Dec. 17, 1886, aud that 
the chairman of the board without 
seeking or adv ertising for bids sold 
them to C. F. Kindred for their 
face v alue, although the plaintiff’s 
claim they are informed they were 
worth much more than their face 
v alue. 
It is claimed further that 
this Water Power Company nev er 
intended to build a bridge or to 
use said money in building a bridge 
but intended to build a dam 
s e v ­ 


eral miles outside the city limits, 
and that to giv e color of compli­ 
ance with the law they intended to 
build a small structure on top of 
the dam as a bridge. 
That the 
county commissioners well knew 
what was intended, and the said 
board of county commissioners and 
the Water Power and Boom com­ 
pany for the purpose of cheating 
and defrauding the county and di­ 
v erting said proceeds from the sale 
of the bonds turned the proceeds 
ov er as aforesaid. 
They claim fur­ 
ther, that the company has no au­ 
thority from the Uuited States to 
construct the bridge where it is 
beuig constructed, and that it will 
constitute a nuisance and obstruc­ 
tion to nav igation. 
That unless 
restrained by injunction the Boom 
Company will spend all or nearly 
all of said fund in building a dam 
by consent of the county commis­ 
sioners and bondsmen, and appro­ 
priate the same to this use to the 
great and 
irreparable injury of 
these plaintiffs as well as all other 
tax payers of said county. 
The plaiutiffs demand judgmeut 
that said proceeds be declared to 
be the property and funds of Crow 
Wing Co.,and thatthecompany and 
bondsmen be enjoined from draw­ 
ing or receiv ing any of said fund 
from said bank, and that the com­ 
missioner^ f>e forbidden from pay­ 
ing said monoy to the Wa ter Pow­ 
er company for the building of a 
bridge at the place where the dam 
is now being constructed, or at any 
other place than as specified in the 
act of 1885. 
The conaplaint ends 
with the request that these funds 
be declared the property of Crow 


Wing county, and they be turned 
into the county treasury. 
The object of they proceedings 
is well known to every resident 
1 of the city, though 
pro bably the 
| scheme is more clear to -day to tome 
of the gentlemen who were indue- 
; ed to sign the paper than 
it was 
when the petition was being cir­ 
culated, and that is, to get the mat­ 
ter before the courts in such a 
light as to prev ent the building of 
any dam at all at Brainerd. 
The 
gentlemen directly interested did 
not inform the men they induced 
to sign this paper that they 
in­ 
tended to stop the whole proceed­ 
ings if such a thing was in the 
power of man to do. 
Oh, no. 
Th ese raeu were led to believ e that 
it was a last resort as a remon­ 
strance to building at the upper 
site, and would serv e as a lev erage 
to bring it down to the ferry; and 
while they wanted it at the latter 
place, still they desired to see it 
constructed somewhere, and at the 
brickyard if it was impossible to 
get it where they most desired. 
Hav e you, dear reader, any remote 
idea that Minneapolis wants this 
city to build up into a large manu­ 
facturing town ? 
Do you think 
Minneapolis lumbermen desire to 
see a fiue water power here at 
Brainerd with lumber mills, etc.? 
If you do you are mistaken, aud 
the power behind ail these proceed­ 
ings lies 
right in that direction 
urged on by men directly and in­ 
directly connected with lumbering 
concerns of that place. 
When the people of this city 
v oted those bonds they did it with 
a direct understanding that the 
money deriv ed therefrom was to he 
exj>ended in a dam. 
Why do some 
of these same men now step up 
and say “ you are defrauding us by 
building a dam instead of a bridge?" 
It is simply a thin, gauzy excuse 
and the people of this city know 
it. Ov er half the names on that 
list were obtained by misrepreseu- 
taticn and sev eral hav e told us

that they nev er signed any paper at ! 
all. 
Is that what is called a good ■ 
square business transaction be- 1 
tween fellow citizens? 
If the gen- , 
tlemen who signed the petition ten 
days or two weeks ago could hav e 
their names taken off to-day not j 
ten would nppear upon the list.

probable that such will be the 
case. 
Col. C. D. Kerr,of St. Paul, 
and G. S. Fernald of this city hav e 
been retained for the Water Power 
company and the hearing will be 
had some time the following week 
and Mr. Fernald expresses it as 
his opinion that the matter will 
come out all right. 


a citizens ’ meeting . 
A meeting of indignant citizens 
was held at the opera house Mon­ 
day ev ening and ev en the standing 
room was taken. 
Hon. 
L. P. 
White presided and in a few words 
expressed his v iews on the subject. 
He wanted the dam built below 
but could not be pleased in that 
respect and he was willing to see 
the work go on at the brick yard. 
C. B. Sleeper, H. C. Stiv ers and 
others 
addressed the 
meeting. 
John Willis stated publicly to the 
audience that he should ask to 
hav e his name taken from the in­ 
junction 
paper. 
The following 
resolutions were adopted without a 
dissenting v ote: 
Whereas , A few obstructionists 
whose action is based exclusiv ely up­ 
on selfish interests, and not the public 
good, whether as hired attorneys or 
owners of riv er front property, hav e 
by ov ert act indicated that if they 
could not rule they are disposed to 
ruin the Itest interests of the city of 
Brainerd; and. 
W h e re as 
, The power behind the 
throne in this obstruction mov ement 
has always opposed the dev elopment 
of a water power at or near Brainerd, 
and. in the opinion of this jieople, 
would hav e interposed, if jiossible. fa­ 
tal obstructions to the construction of 
a dam at the old ferry; and. 
Whereas , This attitude is not only 
plainly manifest in the effort to mis­ 
lead many of our citizens by using 
their names without their authority 
to institute proceedings at law to pre­ 
v ent the dam from being built, but in 
v enting a malicious and v indictiv e 
spite by using the same influence to 
detach Cass and Itasca counties from 
Crow Wing, thus taking from our 
county treasury considerable of an 
annual rev enue, as appears from an 
effort on the part of this power to car­ 
ry these measures through the present 
legislature; and, 
W he r e as , T his power behind the 
throne only re g a rd s its monopoly, and 
desires to shut out any line of com­ 
petitiv e manufacture in the city o f 
Brainerd; and, 
W he r e as , We find amongst us these 
self-styled liberal, whole-souled citi­ 
zens, who would sac. iflee a dollar in 
one minute to make $400 for them­ 
selv es. and not a dollar in ten years 
to help any one else make anything, 
and whose almighty self is pregnant 
with lofty aspirations for self enrich­ 
ment, while the public welfare goes 
to an old maid’s grav e without the 
promise of ev en a jack pine head­ 
board. 
Therefore be it resolv ed. That 
we, as citizens of Brainerd. lieliev e 
that the general prospcrty of this com­ 
munity is worth the indiv idual enrich­ 
ment of a dozen obstructionists. 
Resolv ed. That in this emergency, 
when the progress of this long lio|>eU 
for and much needed enterprise is the 
paramount achiev ement, it ill becomes 
any citizen to say. “ If I cannot hav e 
this dam where it will presently bene­ 
fit me, I will prev ent its being built 
anywhere," and this to the utter ruin 
of the material l>enefit and prosperity 
of Brainerd for the next ten years. 
Resolv ed. That we sincerely l»e- 
licv e that the construction of the dam 
on the upper site is in the liest in 
terest of Brainerd. and that it would 
be a great injustice to the Water 


Ro wer and Bo o m Co in[» any to be co m­ 
pelled to build o n the lo wer site at an 
extra co st o f SGO.OOO, merely to o blige 
a few peo ple who o wn pro perty adja­ 
cent and o n the riverfro nt. 
R e s o l v 
e d , That we as earnestly 
co ndemn the effo rts o f atto rney s and 
o thers in misleading citizens to sign a 
jietitio n 
purpo rting 
to 
express 
a 
preference simply fo r the lo wer site, 
when in fact said petitio n is an at­ 
tempt to prevent the co nstructio n o f a 
dam any where, by inter]io sing judicial 
pro ceedings to embarrass, ham}» er and 
wo rry said Water Po wer and Bo o m 
co mpany iu its effo rts to establish a 
manufacturing centre at Brainerd.

across the Mississippi river, and 
that the legislature authorized the 
county 
commissioners 
to 
issue 
bonds not exceeding $50,000 to aid 
in such construction, provided that 
a majority of the voters were iu 
favor of so doing. 
That all these 
things were done and that the 
county commissioners issued the 
bonds on Dec. 17, 1886, and that 
the chairman of the board without 
seeking or advertising for bids sold 
them to C. F. Kindred for their 
face value, although the plaintiffs 
claim they are informed they were 
worth much more than their face 
value. 
It is claimed further that 
this W ater Power Company never 
intended to build a bridge or to 
use said money in building a bridge 
but intended to build a dam s e v ­ 


e r a l m i l e s outside the city limits, 
and that to give color of compli­ 
ance with the law they intended to 
build a small structure on top of 
the dam as a bridge. 
T hat the 
county commissioners well knew 
what was intended, and the said 
board of county commissioners and 
the W ater Power and Boom com­ 
pany for the purpose of cheating 
and defrauding the county and di­ 
verting said proceeds from the sale 
of the bonds turned the proceeds 
over as aforesaid. 
They claim fur­ 
ther, that the company has no au­ 
thority from the United States to 
construct the bridge where it is 
be>ng constructed, and that it will 
constitute a nuisance and obstruc­ 
tion to navigation. 
That unless 
restrained by injunction the Boom 
Company will spend all or nearly 
all of said fund in building a dam 
by consent of the county commis­ 
sioners and bondsmen, and appro­ 
priate the same to this use to the 
great and 
irreparable injury of 
these plaintiffs as well as all other 
tax payers of said county. 
The plaintiffs demand judgm ent 
that said proceeds be declared to 
be the property and funds of Crow 
Wing Co. ,and that the company and 
bondsmen be enjoined from draw­ 
ing or receiving any of said fund 
from said bank, and that the com­ 
missioner^ he forbidden from pay­ 
ing said monoy to the W ater Pow­ 
er company for the building of a 
bridge at the place where the dam 
is now being constructed, or at any 
other place than as specified in the 
act of 1885. 
The cornplaint ends 
with the request tfiat these funds 
be declared the property of Crow 


Wing county, and they be turned 
into the county treasury. 
The object of thes* proceedings 
is well known to every resident 
of the city, though probably the 
scheme is more tlear to-day to some 
of the gentlemen who were induc­ 
ed to sign the paper than it was 
when the petition was being cir­ 
culated, and that is, to get the m at­ 
ter before the courts in such a 
light as to prevent the building of 
any dam at all at Brainerd. 
The 
gentlemen directly interested did 
not inform the men they induced 
to sign this paper that they in ­ 
tended to stop the whole proceed­ 
ings if such a thing was in the 
power of man to do. 
Oh, no. 
These men were led to believe that 
it was a last resort as a remon­ 
strance to building at the upper 
site, and would serve as a leverage 
to bring it down to the ferry; and 
while they wanted it at the latter 
place, still they desired to see it 
constructed somewhere, and at the 
b rick y ard if it was impossible to 
get it where they most desired. 
Have you, dear reader, any remote 
idea that Minneapolis wants this 
city to build up into a large m anu­ 
facturing town?

If you do you are mistaken, aud 
the power behind all these proceed­

Tache’a ability and who was elect­ 
ed on the labor platform should 
inaugurate this warfare against 
the publishing houses of his own 
city by sending w-ork th at they 
have always done to Geo. D. Barn­ 
ard & Co., of St. Louis. 
If this 
mammoth corporation could work 
every county in the state for all it 
is worth to the detriment of the 
country job offices they could well 
afford to put up for it in elegant 
shape. 
We are pleased to state 
that there was one county official 
at the court house who refused to 
allow any stationary to be printed 
for him by this St. Louis house and 
he can be found in the county 
treasurer’s office.

A Wisconsin exchange says that 
the time when pine timber will 
command a high price in this part 
of the country is only a question of 
a few years, and there is little 
doubt but that the people in this 
section of the country will be glad 
to pay a much higher price for 
hemlock in the future than they 
have in the past.

Do you think 
Minneapolis lumbermen desire to 
see a flue water power here at 
Brainerd with lumber mills, etc.? 
If you do you are mistaken, aud 
the power behind all these proceed­ 
ings lies 
right in that direction 
urged on by men directly and in­ 
directly connected with lumbering 
concerns of that place. 
W hen the people of this city- 
voted those bonds they did it with 
a direct understanding 
th a t the 
money derived therefrom was to he 
exjiended in adam . 
W hy do some 
of these same men now step up 
and say “ you are defrauding us by- 
building a dam instead of a bridge?” 
It is simply a thin, gauzy excuse 
and the people of this city know 
it. 
Over half the name* on that 
list were obtained by misrepresen­ 
tation and several have 
told us 
that they never signed any paper at 
all. 
Is th at what is called a good 
square 
business 
transaction 
be- 
tween fellow citizens? 
If the gen- \ 
tlemen who signed the petition ten I 
days or two weeks ago could have 
their nam es taken off to-day not i 
ten would appear upon the list. 
It is a settled fact th a t if the 
work is stopped 
now 
we 
will 
not get a dam at all, but it is not 
probable th a t such 
will 
be the 
case. 
Col. C. D. K#rr,of St. Paul, 
and G. S. Fernald of this city have 
been retained for the W ater Power 
com pany and the hearing will be 
had some time the following week 
and Mr. Fernald expresses it as 
his opinion that the m atter will 
come out all right. 


a citizens’ meeting. 
A meeting of indignant citizens 
was held at the opera house Mon­ 
day evening and even the standing 
room was taken. 
Hon. 
L. 
P. 
W hite presided and in a few words 
expressed his views on the subject. 
He wanted the dam built below 
but could not bo pleased in th a t 
respect and he was willing to see 
the work go on at the brick yard. 
C. B. Sleeper. H . C. Stivers and 
others 
addressed the 
meeting. 
Jo h n W illis stated publicly to the 
audience th at he 
should ask to 
have his name taken from th e in ­ 
junction 
paper. 
The following 
resolutions were adopted without a 
dissenting vote: 
W h e r e a s , A few obstructionists 
whose action is based exclusively up­ 
on selfish interests, and not the public 
good, whether as hired attorneys or 
owners of river front probity, have 
by overt act indicated that if they 
could not rule they are disposed to 
ruin the best interests of the city of 
Brainerd; and, 
W h e r e a s , The power behind the 
throne in this obstruction movement 
has always opposed the development 
of a water power at or near Brainerd, 
and, in the opinion of this people, 
would have interposed, if jKissible. fa­ 
tal obstructions to the construction of 
a dam at the old ferry; and, 
W hereas. This attitude is not only 
plainly manifest in the effort to mis­ 
lead many of our citizens by using 
their names without their authority 
to institute proceedings at law to pre­ 
vent the dam from being built, but in 
venting a malicious and vindictive 
spite by using the same influence to 
detach Cass and Itasca counties from 
Crow Wing, thus taking from our 
county treasury considerable of an 
annual revenue, as appears from an 
effort on the part of this power to car­ 
ry these measures through the present 
legislature; and, 
W hereas, This power behind the 
throne only regards its monopoly, and 
desires to shut out any line of com­ 
petitive manufacture in the city of 
Brainerd; and, 
W hereas, We find amongst us these 
self-styled liberal, whole-souled citi­ 
zens, who would sacrifice a dollar in 
one minute to make $400 for them­ 
selves. and not a dollar in ten years 
to help any one else make anything, 
and whose almighty self is pregnant 
with lofty aspirations for self enrich­ 
ment, while the public welfare goes 
to an old maid’s grave without the 
promise of even a jack pine head­ 
board. 
Therefore be it resolved. That 
we, as citizens of Brainerd, believe 
that the general prosperty of this com­ 
munity is worth the individual enrich­ 
ment of a dozen obstructionists. 
Resolved, That in this emergency, 
when the progress of this long Imped 
for and much needed enterprise is the 
paramount achievement, it ill becomes 
any citizen to say, “ lf I cannot have 
this dam where it will presently bene­ 
fit me, I will prevent its being built 
anywhere,” and this to the utter ruin 
of the material benefit and prosperity 
of Brainerd for the next ten years. 
R esolved, That we sincerely be­ 
lieve that the construction of the dam 
on Hie upper site is iii the best in 
terest of Brainerd, and that it would 
be a great injustice to the Water 


Not Consistent. 
Mr. Holland, the county a tto r ­ 
ney, seems to lack that very essen­ 
tial qualification which is called 
consistency. 
He is one of several 
gentlemen who are opposed to the 
p utting in of works at the upper 
site and was foremost in getting 
petitions around 
for signers to 
stop the work. 
W hen the injunc­ 
tion papers appeared for inspection 
it was noticed that the constitu­ 
tional objection of issuing m on­ 
ey for a dam instead of a bridge 
was the strong and principal point 
that the injunction papers con­ 
tained. 
Let us go back a few 
weeks and see how Mr. Holland 
stood on th at point at that time. 
It will be remembered th a t the 
talk of raising money to pay for 
overflow by the city was indulged 
in and a meeting of the council was 
held to discuss the m atter.

A W isconsin exchange says that 
the time when pine timber will 
command a high price in this part 
of the country is only a question of 
a few years,” and there is little 
doubt but th a t the people in this 
section of the country will be glad 
to pay a much higher price for 
hemlock in the future th an they 
have in the past. 
A leading lum ­ 
berman says that buyers are begin­

despised hemlock tree is attracting 
some little notice of late.

shun it, giving a wide berth to the 
grain contained in a bin made of 
this wood.

1 
“There,” said my informant, “ we use 
the American planter, reaper, and 
steam threshing 
machine.

none of these labor saving implements 
in Russia. 
Not one. 
I did see some 
of them in Sweden, and some again in , 
Poland. The Russian plow is small, 
with a straight beam and a straigi't 
inclined upright piece intersected with 
a peg for a handle. 
I tis drawn by one j 
horse or an ox,or a cow,and of course j 
can only tu rn a narrow, light furrow. 
The harrow s are small, and generally 
made with wooden teeth. The wagons 
are

small

clumsy, and sometimes w ithout iron j 
ires. 
Domestic anim als seem to be j 
well cared for, the log stables for cat- j 
tie being larger th an the houses for 
men. 
Almost the entire farming popula- i 
tion of Russia live in houses m ade of 
j small logs and with straw thatched 
roofs. 
Generally the logs are sawed 
i square on three sides, the back being ■ 
! peeled from the fourth, or outer side. 
They are well mitered a t the ends and 
snugly lilted together. These houses 
arc quite comfortable in apjiearanee 
and impervious to cold. The entire j 
cost of the m aterial 
required for 
a sample house cannot, I think,be more 
than S 100.

| over 70,000,000 of Russian }>eop!e. 
I At first one would say tin* outlook is 
j discouraging, the hope of the inmates 
i small.

In com parison to the extent of 
Southern California, the 
localities 
suited to the growth of the orange, 
lemon and lime are very limited. 
I 
mean by this th a t the places where 
the orange can lie brought to perfec­ 
tion w ithout codling, wrapping, etc., 
are few and limited in extent; even in 
the far-famed Riverside there 
are 
many groves on the lower ground 
where they get an occasional freeze, 
and where, in their young stage, the 
trees have to be wrapped and covered 
each winter, and in the valleys nearer 
the coast, Los Angeles, for instance, 
they get so m any fogs th a t the fruit is 
more or less spotted with fungoid 
erowth, which m ateiially affects their 
keeping qualities and sale, so th at, 
really speaking there is only the Mesa 
lands, near the 
interior foothills, 
where the orange, lemon and lime will 
flourish summer and winter, where the 
fruit is brought to its highest pe* Lo­ 
tion, and where, year by year the 
giove yields a good 
income to the 
grower. 
But given a good location, 
planted to cood budded fruit, there is 
no tree planted th a t will yield such an 
income as the orange. 
The planting is done from February 
to June. Seedling plants cost from 10 
to GO cents each; budded trees from 
75 cents to 81 each. They are planted 
all the way from eighteen feet a p a rt to 
th iity ieet ap art, and the estim ate of 
last season’s planting in the three 
count ies, viz., San Diego, San Bernardi­ 
no and Lo* Angeles, was 1,000 acres, or 
nearly 100,004) trees and these are al­ 
most exclusively Washington Navels. 
The out-put of last 
season 
was 
about 153,(JOO boxes, or somewhat 
over 35,000,000 oranges, and River­ 
side alone netted $300,000 fur their 
crop. 
An orange orchard, if it is well 
attended to and properly cared for, 
will begin to pay about the fifth year 
from planting. 
The lemon is harder to cultivate j 
than the orange, and the crop is more 
expe nsive to handle. 
The 
owner 
of a lemon grove must have a cool 
curing house, it he would make any­ 
thing out of his crop, 
b e ca u se the 
lemon should be picked before it is 
ripe, and placed in bins in a cool room 
to cure. 
When picked the skin is 
thick and the fruit not very juicy, 
but when properly cured it comes out 
with a thin skin and an abundance 
of juice, ami such fruit always finds a 
ready market a t a good paying price, 
but the California growers are only 
just btgenning to find this o u t.—W 
H. W., in Vick’s Magazine.

“ You would hardly believe it, but 
m any of our ‘boarders’ desire to re­ 
main even after their term s have ex­ 
pired,” said one of the keepers of the 
King’s 
county 
penitentiary 
to a 
reporter. 
“ Long-term 
prisoners 
of 
both sexes learn to love their 7x3-feet 
cells. For instance: In the female ward 
we have two or three life-prisoners. 
These have become so accustomed to 
the rules and regulations of prison 
life th a t I hardly think they would e s­ 
cape it an opportunity was offered 
them. As you see, they have decorat­ 
ed and furnished their cells, and have 
evidently made up their mind th a t 
they have come to stay. 
And then 
there is another class of prisoners who, 
knowing th a t they would be unableto 
earn an honest living outside, prefer 
to remain here where they receive good 
treatm ent and enough to e a t.” 
Said a prom inent Brooklyn police 
official:— 
“ I have long contended th a ta h o u s e 
should be provided for ex-convicts, 
where they could go when released 
and earn an honest living. 
Such a 
home could be established on the o u t­ 
skirts of Brooklyn, New York, or any 
other large city. The men, and in 
fact the women, could be employed in 
manufacturing industries, and thus 
be free from the blackmail 
levied by 
their fellow convicts.’’ 
“ How 
blackmail?” 
the 
reporter 
asked. 
“ I will tell you. Convicted felons 
desiring to reform often travel m any 
miles from the scenes of their crimes. 
They are unable to obtain work unless 
they suppress the fact th a t they have 
been in prison. 
I know m any in stan­ 
ces in which convicts, having settled 
in some Western city where they were 
leading an honest iife, have been track­ 
ed and exposed by fellow convicts. 
Such men have been compelled to pay 
heavy blackmail, or else be exposed 
and disgraced. 
In case a man, an ex­ 
convict, has been leading a straight 
life for five years, in a town where he 
has made new friends and new asso­ 
ciations. it is rath er hard th a t he 
should be compelled to lose every­ 
thing simply because a t one t ime in 
his existence he has been crooked. 
Men of tiiis st am p who has been e - 
posed give up all hope and return 
o 
their former life.” —Brooklyn Eagle.

C ro p s, P ro d u c ts a n d P e o p le 
R u ssia . 
The crops and products of Russia 
are principally cereals, flax, cattle, 
sheep and wool. 
It is quite evident 
the farm ers know how to cultivate tint 
soil, for occasionally are to be seen 
evidences of such knowledge. 
Gener­ 
ally, however, the cultivation is very 
bad. 
One horse or one ox does all the 
farm work. 
In no single . 1.stance 
have I seen two horses or two oxen 
attached to a plow, drag or farm 
wagon. 
The plowing is artistic but 
shallow—not more th an four or five 
inches deep. Fertilizers are but sel­ 
dom used. The land is exhausted,but 
the crops are better than I should 
think 
possible 
under the circum­ 
stances. 
In very m any localities one 
can see where young iforests of five, 
tw enty and fifty years’ growth have 
been planted over old furrows, which 
will by and by produce a crop of tim ­ 
ber and then revitalizethe soil. 
Im et 
a well-informed landed 
proprietor 
speaking my own language, whose es­ 
tates are about one thousand miles 
east of St. Petersburg. This gentle­ 
m an informed me th a t E astern Russia 
is the richest p a rt ofthekindom . The 
River Volga is navigable from its m outh 
to the Caspian Sea for two thousand 
miles, or within a few hours of Moscow* 
and St. Petersburg. On th a t river are 
six hundred steam boats; 
more, 
I 
think, 
th an 
are 
to 
be 
found 
on the Mississippi, Ohio and the 
Missouri rivers. On the broad allu­ 
vial lands of the Volga and other riv­ 
ers, the soil is deep and inexhaustible. 
“There,” said my inform ant, “ we use 
the American planter, reaper, and 
steam threshing 
m achine.” 
I saw 
none of these labor saving implements 
in Russia. 
Not one. 
I did see some 
of them in Sweden, and some again in 
Poland. The Russian plow is small, 
with a straight beam and a straight, 
inclined upright piece intersected with 
a peg for a handle. 
It is draw n by one 
horse or an ox,or a cow,and of course 
can only turn a narrow , light furrow. 
The harrow s are small, and generally 
m ade with w ooden teeth. The wagons 
are 
proportionately 
small 
and 
clumsy, and sometimes w ithout iron 
tires. 
Domestic anim als seem to be 
well cared for, the log stables for cat- 
J tie being larger th an the houses for 
! men. 
Almost the entire farming popula- 
i tion of Russia live in house* m ade of 
I sm all logs and with straw thatched 
roots. Generally the logs are sawed 
square on three sides, the bark being 
peeled from the fourth, or outer side. 
They are well m itered a t the ends and 
snugly fitted together. These houses 
I arc quite com fortable in a p p a ra n c e 
j and im pervious to cold. The entire 
1 cost of the m aterial 
required for 
! a sam ple house . annot, I think, be more 
j than SI OO. 
Yet is these huts reside 
j over 70,000.000 of Russian people, 
i At first one would say tm* outlook is 
I discouraging, t lie hope of the inm ates 
j small. 
And so they are. 
B ut reflect 
for a moment and observe bow pos­ 
sibilities m ay change results. 
At St. 
Petersburg may be seen a little log 
hut exactly sim ilar to those J have 
described, in which lived Peter the 
Great, the founder of Russia’s present 
civilizat ion. Tile residence of William 
ll* ary H arrison a t North Bend, Iud , 
I when he was elected President of the 
i Doited S tat-s, was no better than 
those. General Jackson, Henry ti ay, 
W ebster, Lincoln and Garfield were 
born in sim ilar humble abodes. 
And 
Russia lia s tnis day m any unknown 
dwellers in log cabins, who, when des­ 
potism gives place to merit, will step 
j to the front and conduct the affairs of 
I th a t nation as sim ilar men have con- 
! d u cted the affairs of the W estern re- 
public.

The men, and in 
fact the women, could be employed in 
m anufacturing industries, and thus 
be free from the blackm ail levied by 
their fellow convicts.”

“ I will tell you. Convicted felons 
desiring to reform often travel many 
miles from the scenes of their crimes. 
They are unable to obtain work unless 
they suppress the fact th a t they have 
been in prison. 
I know m any instan­ 
ces in which convicts, having settled 
in some W estern city where t Ley were 
leading an honest iife, have been track­ 
ed and exposed by fellow convicts. 
Such men have been compelled to pay 
heavy blackmail, or else be exposed 
and disgraced. 
In case a man, an ex­ 
convict, has been leading a straight 
life for five years, in a town where he 
has m ade new friends and new asso­ 
ciations, it is rather hard th a t he 
should be compelled to lose every­ 
thing simply because a t one time in 
his existence he has been crooked. 
Men of this stam p who ha> been < - 
posed give up al! hope and return 
o 
their form er life.”—Brooklyn Eagle.

“There has been a groat demand of 
late years for a clock that would record 
the going and coming of night watch­ 
men in factories, hotels and other large 
buildings," said a manufacturer to a 
reporter recently.

a building liberally with ti re-escapes 
but they are of little use if the watch­ 
man, being asleep, neglects to give the 
alarm when the fire breaks out. 
Thus 
the best of all precautions is the ‘elec­ 
tric watchman’s clock and register.* 
Watchmen are no better than other 
mortals; they will grow weary and 
sleepy, and some of them would rather 
doze all night in an arm-chair in some 
snug comer than march their appointed 
rounds. 
But the e le c tric clock and 
register is an invention that serves as 
the most potent stimulus to the watch­ 
man to make him go his rounds. 
It is 
so arranged as to serve for any desired 
number of station?, and controlling 
from one to ten watchmen if n e c ta ry . 
At each station the watchman inserts.a 
key and gives one full turn. 
This 
makes its unfailing record on a blank 
which in locked inside th*- clock in the 
office, and which it so placed that no 
watchman, however ingenious or sly, 
can tamper with it. 
The record when 
taken out in the morning >hows exactly 
what stations the watchman visited in 
the night and the time of his vi-its. 
“Are there no other contrivances, 
portable and more simple, that answer 
the purpose?" 
“There are other contrivances, cer­ 
tainly, but none so reliable as the elec­ 
tric clock. 
For instance, there is a con­ 
trivance which a watchman carries 
about with him. 
This contains a paper 
dial on which record is to be made dur­ 
ing the night by the use of a key fas­ 
tened at each station to be visited. This 
in delivered to the watchman when he 
goes on duty. 
The blank paper dial is 
looked inside of it.

him and slip the fraudulent one in its 
place.—N. Y. Mail and Express.
